How thankful we should be for the 
Wars of the Rovc.s ! Then, in a 
series of picturesque and heraldry- 
bedecked dogging- mutches, the old 
nobility .successfully achieved near- 
cxlerminaiion without doing any 
irreparable damage to the slate. As 
a result the country was spared that 
scT-porpclualing domination by a 
handful of blue-blooded hearties, 
eternally preoccupied with Eheih 
hiirtinktii and sixty-four quarter- 
ns which wuf to continue else- 
where for centuries to come. 

'Mte new men who stepped Into 
the barons’ shoes may not have been 
their moral superiors, hut they had 
perforce to use their wits ; and their 
coming initiated a process of pene- 
tration whereby class distinctions, 
although still happily maintained, 
were no longer insurmountable. The 
land echoed, and was to continue to 
do so for the next 500 years, to the 
sound of social eHmbing as yeomen 
become merchants, Lord Mayors 
baronets, and lawyers peers of the 
realm. With, in the cultural sphere, 
the happiest results, for among us 
(here is no more effective fertilizer 
of the arts than snobbery. 

No better long-term example of 
the contrast between before and 
after could he provided than that 
afforded by the two houses of which 
the origins and singularities are so 
admirably and exhaustively dealt 
with in the two volumes under 
review. Darlington Hall was the 
. creation t of a typical, figure of the 
old regime. John Noland. Duke of 
Exeter, Mf- brother to Richard II 
and son-in-law of John of Gaunt. 
Even among contemporary thugs his 
record of double-crossing, ruthless- 
ness, and greed was conspicuous, 
and t his end on the .scaffold seems 
justified and pre-ordained. Of the 
artistic inclinations of his royal 
brother, the only faint v ig fl he 


appears ever to base displayed is 
provid'd by the building of Darling- 
ton, which is unu of the very first 
secular buildings in which the pleas- 
ure-principle seems, juvi. to have 
outweighed consideration.-, of secur- 
ity. But how limited was the pleas- 
ure I A vast draughty hall \vt con- 
siderable structural ingenuity but 
small aesthetic interest ; a handful 
of more private apartments : ami 
■i till-yard. rOf all sporting fix- 
tures (he medieval tournament 
must have been one of the most 
boring: a long procession of 

men in space-suits knocking each 
other off cart-horses.) But whatever 
its aesthetic inadequacies. Darting- 
ton's importance in architectural his- 
lory cannot be denied, and by his 
careful researches, apt comparisons 
with other contemporary monu- 
ments nnd numerous enlightening 
illustrations the author has put all 
students in his debt. 

As typical of the new establishment 
as the Duke of Exeter was of I he 
old.' wos Sir Henry Moarc the crea- 
tor of Slourhead. The grandson of

Although diminutive in size, en- 
graved gems were never regarded in 
antiquity as a minor mi. for they 
were the concern of sonic of the 
most renowned artists of their day, 
including the great Pheidius himself. 
Scholars have for long fought shy 
of these attractive objects, daunted 
by the too complete success of Furl- 
wiingler* monumental .survey. Die 
miiken (leimneii. which appeared 
a* long ago as 191)0. Lately, however, 
this regrettable stale of affairs has 
been remedied by Giscla Richter's 
Enunivcd Cans of ihe Cheeks and 
lurwcrnm. by Dr. Kenna’s Cretan 
Seals, ami by a series of mono- 
graphs by lohn Boa i dn mu. which 
pave the way for Jiis new hi -ok. \ 
Greek Gems and Finger Rings Is a 
magnificent work : .scholarly, read- 
able, and beautifully produced. The 
material is divided chronologically 
into six Motion*, dealing with the 
Bronze Age, Geometric and Early 
Arohaic, Archaic. Classical. Greco - 
Persian, and Hellenistic and Roman. 
An introduction is followed in caoli 
section by a catalogue of selected 
gems, all of which are Illustrated, 
usually by photographs of plaster 
impressions, enlarged three or four 
times, in blocks of plates at the end 
of each section. The Pinal chapter 
deals with the materials from which 
the seals were made, and the way in 
which they were' made. A note at the 
end explains how to make impres- 
i Siotu, from gems and how to photo- 
graph gems and impressions. 

'That the majority of uhe photo- 
graphs are of ‘Impresslqns is surely 
right, for, as Mr. Boardman re- 
mark*, 'the -impression is the thing.

One of the inherent diH-icultics in 
writing u general survey of this 
nature is ili.it it is partly a question 
of summarizing work which hits 
already heen done, while- in other 
parts die spadework has to be done, 
as it were, on the site. Mr. Hoard- 
man solves this piohleni by conecal- 
inc Hie necessary spadework in 
iiuies at the end of ihe hook. LI 
seems ■„ pity to dismiss Hellenistic 
and Kounan gems in a mere five 
pages, since such treatment gives a 
wrong idea of their relative impor- 
tance. Tfie brink could obviously not 
he made «ny bulkier — it is too large 
already — hut h would have heen 
possible fo make a sc.]iam>te volume 
of Olassioal, HeHcnistie and Roman 
gems. The only other oimsvion of 
any imiKec|uence is sin index of Ciiul- 
spot-s. which would have been 
handy. 

A mike Cenmien in Deuischeii 
Sammlnngcii is a different soil of 
pubfica-lion — not a general survey 
hut u corpus of engraved gems in 
German cnlleotiniis, prlnvipcdiy ai 


source-inaleria! fur scliul.irv These 
three volumes describe unu of the 
best gem -collections in the world. 
Munich goes hack to file princely 
collections i»l the sixteenth century; 
Berlin in pail to the seventeenth 
cento ny. but principally to the 3.0DD- 
odd gems of the Sloscli C'uircelion, 
purc-hased by Frederick the Ciieal. 
Unfortunately, only those gems now 
in West Berlin could be in eluded \ 
those beyond the wall still await a 
modern treatment. 

This is a model publication. Each 
catalogue entry contains a descrip- 
tion. dimensions, bibliography, conv 
paranda.- ami dating, and a photo- 
graph (usually of the gem Ibteff) 
about twice life-size. The photo- 
graphs are very good ; but, for 
reasons already given, pictures nf 
the impressions would have been 
preferable, a* has in fact been do no 
in the case ol the glass gems. Even 
vvltih generous subsidies, these books 
arc very dear, hut the standard* are 
remarkably high, and this must be 
paid for iu a series where popularity 
is not sought. Short ot autopsy, here 
is everything the scholar could pos- 
sibly need — and a lot else besides, 
for the gcni:> ure seen through the 
eyes c»r experts, and are so des- 
cribed. 


Mycenaean influences

It is difficult to get rid ol deep- 
rooted prejudice. Long ago Nilsson 
suggested that the major Greek 
legends were Mycenaean in origin, 
ditd jmtzrer'than twenty years ugo 
Hilda .Larimer demonstrated Lhe 
large Mycenaean dement in Hopicr. 
Then in l l >52 Michael Vcwris showed 
that the Mycenuenns wrote and 
ultcirefurq spoke Greek. Bui it has not 
been until the last couple of years 
that two scholars have conic out 
.■Irmly for the existence of a .strong 
Mycenaean tradition in Attic geo- 
metric art of the eighth century rxu 
T heir work scarcely overlaps. 
Nikolaus Hinmiclmann-Wildsohutz 
is interested primarily iri the survival 
of Myeenuenn patterns, whereas 1. 1., 
Benson is concerned with horses, 
birds and men. Attiou is traditionally 
Hie autochthonous, country, and 
Athens was never sacked in the 
trouble*' at the end of the Mycenaean 
age. We should therefore expect that 
Lite tradition of craftsmanship contin- 
ued unbroken, and that a number of 
Mycenaean objects survived for later 
generations to see, ptirficulariy in. the 
rirines on and near the Acropolis. 


Professor Benson starts with horses 
because they appear curlier than »uy 
other animal in geometric art- and a 
good case can he made for the 
survival of Hie Mycenaean custom of 
horse-drawn funerals ; the vases on 
which Ihe hor.se* reappear are funer- 
ary vases. Birds arc associated with 
chariots in Mycenaean art, and this 
may Account for their reappearance 
in rattier similar foun in geometric 
Oirt: l he gap is fpngest in lhodniman 
figu re-scenes, .md here, while holding 
thn-Ulie art ist is work ing .in detail in a 
Mycenaean tradition, Pixriesxtv 
Benson is inclined to sec Egyptian 
prototypes for the complete funeral 
scenes (tiff* is perhaps disputable). 

The book ends with tin extremely 
Important tabulation of kinds of 
ev-klence which suggest tiisti Greek 
artists may have hud n knowledge of 
Mycenaean uni : early material found 
in kitcr contexK, later object a«p- 
oiated witii earlier grave? nt skiic-

Another fumla mental question 
1 .liwd by Protessiir Klein’s book is 
the iuiictioii t,f ideology. Jlc shows 
how ideology fuel led tin ilitional par- 
ties wltc-ii in opposition hut was 
jettisoned as soon as power was 
al lai tied, ’lhe contest was 011 c be- 
tween lhc outs and the ins, with both 
accepting in power the postulates of 
classic libera! government. In con- 
trast, for minority groups with no 
prospect of attaining power, ideology 
becomes si surrogate for action : an 
ultimate truth in a world of con- 
stantly shifting alliances between per- 
sonalixt cliques. No Latin American 
country can compare with thc persist- 
ence, longevity and multiplicity of 
the Bolivian left. 

Inesil.ibly perhaps, analysis of 
Bolivia’s troubles comes back lo that 
Nessus Shirt of Latin American 
politics— the middle dosses. Bolivia 
Is Jlftle different from Its neighbours 
in the weakness of its middle class, 
not only in .lumcrica! terms but in 
the preponderance of the liberal 
professions within It. Professor Klein 
criticizes (he widely held view that 
the origin of the 1952 Revolution 
must bo sought in the overproduction 
of 11 it employ able members of thc 
liberal -professions who become the 
pacemakers of revolutionary politics. 
He adduces figures to show tit at there

From 
these volatile, resentful, unsuccessful 
(in terms of the society’s norms) also- 
rans stems mi eh of the post-Chaco 
War (nnd post-revolutionary) in- 
stability. As elsewhere, a mal- 
functioning, ill-conccivcd and out- 
dated educational system is n great 
breeder of discontent as well as a 
magnifier of expectations which 
cannot easily be fulfilled. 

Professor Klein has made good use 
oi Bolivian press collections, 
although other archives have not 
yielded much material (has the State 
Department no illumination to 
offer ?). More use might have been 
made of congressional debates, and 
interviews with only six political 
figures make a meagre haul; but 
these arc small omissions in a book 
which is more thoroughly researched 
and documented than any other on 
modem Bolivia. It cannot be ignored 
by anyone interested in that tor- 
mented country and should : be a 
standard work for many years to 
come.

Nttvcmbci w;i.s a piece of mchidranu 
which shocked the Japanese, not least 
been use it seemed to revive concepts 
of .i former age which most Japan- 
ese preferred to forget. Many 
Japanese, indeed, from the Prime 
Minister downwards, saw it as un 
act of mail ness which was utterly in- 
congruous in ihc material world of 
postwar Japan. Others felt that 
Misliima's death was not only a 
tragic loss to Japanese literature bul 
also the inevihibJe end to the mer- 
curial career of a brilliant if unbal- 
anced man. 

Mishima, although only forty-live 
when he died, probably achieved a 
reputation in the English-speaking 
world greater than that of any other 
Japanese writer this century. His 
novels, from (he Sound of B-flvp.s, 
through The Gulden Pavilion to, for 
instance. The Sailor who Fell from 
Grace with the Sea, have been more 
widely translated, read, and circu- 
lated even than (hose of novelists, 
such as Kawubaiu, ihc Nobel. Prize 
winner, or the late Tanizalti, who is 
considered by mnny Japanese as the 
outstanding novelist to span prewar 
and postwar years. Other figures on 
the mpdern Japanese literary scene, 
such ak Serizawa, whose works have 
hardly been translated at nil and 
whose fourtecn-voluino novel The 
Tate of Humanity has been com- 
pared with Proust, have had just ns 
high if not a higher reputation in 
Japanese eyes. To many in Japan, in 
fact, Mishima was in danger of 
becoming a bit of a bore. He 
seemed to write, loo much and to try 
to cover too ninny literary forms.

.Sun and Steel, which was pub- 
lished in Japan slime months before 
his death, dearly pointed the way in 
which Mishimu’s mind was moving; 
and shows (hat his final and maca- 
bre gesture was carefully planned as 
the histrionic culmination of his life. 
This slender hook can indeed 'be 
regarded as Ins literary testament 
and is necessary rending lor anyone 
who wants to try to understand the 
background to It is suicide and his 
outlook in this last period of his life. 
But (lie work, which is little longer 
than an essay, makes no presence to 
sum up his. life's work or to make 
a coherent and rational presentation 
of his overall outlook or philosophy 
of life or,' 1 for that matter, of death. 
In style it is poetic and evocative and 
might be better regarded, in part al 
least, as poetry rather than as prose ; 
Mishima indeed did not like to regard 
the two as separate forms, and it is 
perhaps appropriate that the book 
ends with n poem entitled " Icarus ". 

Some themes recur throughout the 
essay, and the thread of argument is 
lost in repetitions. Mishima fre- 
quently condemns the '‘corrosive" 
character of words, but his own 
obsession, with them, If only as
